Crocker decided in October 1874 
to meet with all interested parties 
to work out the details .for 
completing .the_ railroad， Final 
plans called for a railroad to be 
built from San Francisco going 
south to the Majave Desert and,，at 
the same time, one to be started iD 
Los Angeles going north to Lang. 
Then came the most difficult 
question 一 how to connect these 
two sections of railway. The only 
feasible solution was to.build a 
tunnel north of San Fernando， 
going through a mountain range 
out to Soledad Canyon, and uphill 
to the Moj ave Desert. The tunnel 
would be 7,000 feet long, one and 
a half miles of solidq rock，the 
greatest single engineering feat 
attempted by the Southern Pacific 
Railroad

On March 22，1875，the exca- 
vation of the SanFernandotunnei 
was officially begun with a huges 
explosion of blasting Powder,” 
rocking the mountain and the 
surrounding area. Erom the Very 
beginning, there seemed to be one 
obstacle after another， 

Since air jack-hammers had not 
been invented in the- 1870's， 
digging had to be done in a crude， 
and laborious manner 一 a heavy 
wedge being held by one man 
while another struck 让 with .a 
ponderous hammer. After a short 
period of digging and chopping; 直 ~ 
was discovered that the moutnain 
was saturated with oil and water， 
Mixed with dirt and mucky clay， 
they stuck to the shovels like 
putty.

constantly over both ends of the 
excavation.

foot, the tunnel was coming closer 
to reality. The weary days turned 
into weeks，and Piogress seemed 
agonizingly slow， But the long- 
suffering Chinese laborers 
plodded on 一 and on.

During the long，dreary days 
and nights，many thoughts must 
have passed through the minds of 
these lonely men，so_ far from 
home. Time and again, they must 
have returned，in poignant 
memory，to their ,village homes 
thousands of miles away，where 
warmth and love had been shared 
by family and friendqs: their hearts 
must have ached longingly for 


some wifely comfort at the end of 


esach day of toil; those who were 
fasthers must have wished 
dasiperately to have been able to 
Wasutch a、\stalwart Son grow to 
manhood, or to see a dainty jlittle 
girl-child take her first faltering 
steps. Yet all these normal human 
pleasures Were denied to these

and hardship，the grueling work 
and the drudgery，the Chinese 
kept digging and chopping into 
the tunnel. Finally，on July 14， 


after a year and a half of 
continuous excavating， SUCCess 
seemed close at hand. The 


question UPpermost in everyone'S 
mind was: Would the two sections 
meet? Or would one overshoot the 
other? As it happened， both 
sections met on target;，and there 
was great rejoicing qeep inside the 
tunnel.，A miracle had indeed 
joined the northern and southern 
portions of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. 
MENTION 

The ceremonies to celebrate this 
great event were held on Septem- 
ber 5,，1876 at Lang Station，five 
miles _ from the San Fernando 
tunnel. Tracks for .the entire 
rajilroad had already been laid by 
Chinese laborers，except for the 
last 1.000 feet， which had been set 
aside for this occasion to be laid in 
place by Caucasian Workmen. 
More than a thousand words were 
spoken at the ceremony，but not 
one word of mention about the 
Chinese laborers who hadq worked 
so _ diligently to complete the 
tunnel on Schedule，Instead，they 
were ， completely  ignored and 
shunted aside by the insensitive 
and indifferent citizens of Cali- 
fornia . 

And that's the way 让 Was，a8 
hundred years ago.:. .了 owever， 
om this coming September 5, these 
courageous men will mnotf be 
forgotten 一 they will be honored 
in _ memory with gratitude and 
respect by members and friends of 
the Chinese Historical Society of 
Southern _ California. Ihe Society 
will be dedicating a plaque at 
Lang Station to commemorate the 
contributions made by these 
thousands .of Chinese laborers 
who, though_ considered slight of 
build and small in stature，Proved 
that they were actually “ten feet 
tall”by virtue of their endurance， 
patience，courage，and indom- 
itable spirit.

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The Philippine Lesson 


After the Philippines government established diplomatic 
relations with Peking，most Chinese in the Philippines felt 
that this political move by the Marcos regime had jlittle 
effects on the Chinese Philipino community，At that time， 
the Philippines government had reassured the Chinese that 
they could naturalize as Philljppines citizens，retain their 
Chinese citizenship by registering with the People's Republics 
embassy， or remalin as“stateless persons”. 

However，recent reports from Manila indicate that the 
Philippines government has changed its stand， The Chinese 
can either become citizens of the Philippines or the People”s 
Republic, but not“stateless persons”，( 上 /W 8/18/176) 


Although we advocate the freedom of choice in citizen- 
ship，we have always urged Chinese everywhere to renounce 
dual citizenshlip, become citizens of thelir Place of residence， 
and particlpate fully in the local commumnlty”s afftairs， 

In the United States，we have a relatively wide spectrum 


of cholice. A Chinese immigrant can become a citizen, remali 硕 
a_ permanent resldent，or for Some，keep his/her Chine 寥 e 
citizenship，But the Situation in the Phillppines has taugh 


us that this lattitude of choice is not always avallable to the 
Overseas Chinese， 


With the majority of the world's nations seeking ties with 
Peking, the United States is likely to follow suit，Overseas 
Chinese should think through this problem of citizenship and 
Place the priorityof community involvement above inter- 
national'pobitics.
